The Patrol mourns for Past Captain 
Oren C. Lowther who died in October 
in West Virginia. Oren was a charter 
member of the Arab Patrol and served it 
well as its Captain in 1955 and again in 
1957. His success and skill as the 
Drillmaster was indicated by the Patrol 
winning first place in the Mid-Atlantic 
drill competition in 1955 at Asbury 
Park, New Jersey. Remembering him as 
a strict disciplinarian as Drillmaster, 
many of the Patrolmen who knew him 
respected his ability to get the best 
performance from the Patrolmen. In 
1957 Bernie Ashford served as the 
Patrol President so that Oren could 
devote his time to the Drillmaster 
duties. The Patrol gives Oren C. 
Lowther a farewell salute. 


Now it is time to think again of the 
election of the Patrol Captain for 1979. 
That will be done at the November 8 
meeting according to the by-laws. Since 
it will be the only November meeting, it 
is important forall Patrolmen to attend.

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Circus Round-Up

The cost of the tickets to the Circus 
Daddies was well worth it, when you 
saw the expressions of delight on the 
faces of the handicapped and under- 
privileged children. Approximately 
1,200 children attended: the circus as 
guests of Krxa Temple. Notes of 
appreciation have been received from 
the United Community Ministries, Inc. 
of Alexandria and the Alexandria 
Olympic Boys Club. 

As the Circus ended its performance 
on the last night, a terrific storm hit the 
area. High winds, rain, thunder and 
lightning. In the audience were 10 
elderly and some incapacitated people 
(3 in wheel-chairs) from the Fairfax 
Nursing Center. An enlarged limousine 
had been their mode of transportation. 
On hand at the end of the show were 3 
Shriners. They practically held up one 
section of the tent while the limousine 
was backed into the tent and loaded up. 
The wheel chairs had to be folded and 
the patients assisted into the car. While 
this was taking place, the circus 
employees were knocking down seats 
and dismantling the tent. Other than 
getting wet from the waist down, the 3 
Shriners felt very good about being able 
to help these distressed people. 

Our appreciation is extended to 
Hardin and Weaver, and Ed Walker of 
Radio Station WMAL for publicizing 
the circus without charge. Four other 
stations in Virginia also carried spot 
announcements as a public service. 

The Alexandria Gazette, the Packet, 
the Globe, Market Place and the 
Journal, all Virginia papers, carried 
stories about Ki\\ Temple and the 
Circus, all without cost to the Temple. 
The Journal had a photographer at the 
Circus on the last night. 


Again, | want to say. the help of the 
Shriners and their ladies involved in 
selling this circus was very much 
appreciated. 

Financially, the Circus grossed 
$25,342.78. Expenses, including the 
cost of the circus, amounted to 
$7,782.34, resulting in a profit of 
$17,560.44. Several Nobles have asked 
if it wouldn't be more profitable to just 
ask for a donation! But, those 1.200 
children really appreciated the circus.

It is not an exaggeration but a 
charitable understatement to describe 
injustice as social insanity.

An insane man is one who is terribly 
blind and does not realize it. He is a 
person who acts against his very 
humanity.

Our dreams are 
real, while they last, as the occurrences 
of the daytime. We see, hear, feel, act, 
experience pleasure and suffer pain, as 
vividly and actually ina dream as when 
awake. The occurrences and 
actions of a year are crowded into the 
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limits of a second: and the dream re- 
membered is as real as the past occur- 
rences of life. 

Thought, Volition, and Perception 
are not the soul, but its attributes; and 
we have no cognizance of the soul itself, 
but only of them, its manifestations.

But I cannot 
ascertain, by the most intense and long- 
continued reflection, what I am, nor 
where within my body I reside, nor 
whether I am a point, or an expanded 
substance. I have no power to examine 
and inspect. | exist, will, think, perceive. 
That I know, and nothing more. 

] may think a noble and sublime 
Thought. What is that thought? It is not 
Matter, nor Spirit. It is not a Thing: but 
a Power and Force. | make upon a 
paper certain conventional marks, that 
represent that Thought. There is no 
Power or Virtue in the marks I write. 
but only in the Thought which they tell 
to others. I die, but the Thought still 
lives. It is a Power. It acts on men, 
excites them to enthusiasm. inspires 
patriotism, governs their conduct. 
controls their destinies, disposes of life 
and death. 

The fact that Thought continues to 


exist an instant, after it makes its 
appearance in the soul, proves it 
immortal: for there is nothing 


conceivable that can destroy it. The 
spoken words, being mere sounds, may 
vanish into thin air, and the written ones 
marks to be burned, erased, 
destroyed: but the Thought itself still 
lives, and must live on forever..
